California State Univer- 
sity, Sacramento, locat- 
ed just five miles from 
California’s Capitol, is a 
major university in the 
state and the nation. 


Now in its fifth decade, 
the University is working 
in the classroom and 
the Community to pre- 
pare for the changes 
the 21st century will 
bring. 


To address the educa- 
tion needs California's 
growing multicultural 
population will present in 
the years ahead, the 
University has devel- 
oped a wide range of 
educational equity pro- 
grams over the years, 
including the Education- 
al Opportunity Program, 
the Student Affirmative 
Action Program, Col- 
lege Assistance Migrant 
Program, Science Edu- 
cational Equity, the Mi- 
norities Teaching Pro- 
gram, the Minority Engi- 


neering Program, the 
Minority Enrichment Busi- 
ness Program and the 
Faculty Mentor Pro- 
gram, to name only a 
few. CSUS also has a 
commitment to diversi- 
fying its faculty and 
staff as well as its Cur- 
riculum. 


These programs, and the 
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University’s widely ac- 
knowledged reputation 
for academic excel- 
lence, attract students 
not only from Northern 
California, but from all 
across the United States 
and around the world. 
In fact, some 2,000 in- 
ternational students 
from more than 100 na- 
tions attend CSUS. 


An Ideal Location for a Vital Campus 
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Sacramento, which has a 
population of more than 
4.3 million residents, is the 
heart of government in 
California. CSUS students 
can take full advantage 
of the research, internships 
and employment opportu- 
nities available here. 


But government is by no 
means the only attraction 
of Sacramento, which 
Newsweek recently 
ranked as one of the na- 
tion’s 10 most dynamic 
cities. Two major rivers run 
through the city, and re- 
creational and cultural ac- 
tivities are many and var- 
ied. The 23-mile American 
River Parkway lies right 
next to the campus, with 
a bike trail extending its 
entire length. 


Sacramento was where 
the West began, and the 
fascinating history of the 
city and region is reflected 
in numerous places of in- 
terest, including the Sacra- 
mento History Center, the 
Crocker Art Gallery, the 
California State Railroad 
Museum and Old Sacra- 
mento. The San Francisco 
Bay area and the slopes 
of the Sierra are less than 
two hours away. 


Set among these attrac- 
tions, the University pro- 
vides an excellent learning 
environment where stu- 
dents benefit from the 
emphasis on teaching, and 
where — at the same 
time — the faculty are 
recognized for their re- 
search and public service. 


With its tree-lined cam- 
pus on the historic 
American River and its 
close ties to the Capitol, 
the University provides 
an environment that is 
both beautiful and chal- 
lenging. Facilities include 
a one-million volume |i- 
brary, numerous labs 
equipped with the latest 
computers, six Campus 
residence halls, a 7,000-

seat stadium, two gym- 
nasiums, excellent playing 
fields for baseball and 
softball, an aquatic cen- 
ter, an arboretum and 
two theatres. 


CSUS, with more than 
26,000 students, ranks as 
the sixth largest among 
20 campuses of the 
California State University 
system. As CSUS grows, 


a $214 million master 
construction plan is un- 
folding, with a state-of- 
the-art engineering and 
computer science build- 
ing, library addition, 
Classroom building, book- 
store and new residence 
hall among the latest 
projects. In the planning 
stages are a parking ga- 
rage and another class- 
room building. 


Major Campus Construction to Meet Student Needs 


New construction is dra- 
matically altering the 
Campus appearance. By 
the year 2010, the cen- 
tral campus will be largely 
transformed, complete 
with a green vista ex- 
tending all the way from 
the J Street entrance to 
the University Library. Ulti- 
mately, 24 new buildings, 
new routes for cars, bicy- 
cles and pedestrians, and 
performing arts and re- 
creational facilities are to 
be added. 


CSUS students have a va- 
riety of services and ac- 
tivities available to them. 
Clubs for almost every 
academic interest, from 
math to Japanese lan- 
guages and culture, 
abound. There are also 
many career-oriented 
groups, among them the 
International Business Or- 
ganization and the Soci- 
ety of Professional Jour- 
nalists, and groups which 
helo students celebrate 
their ethnic and cultural 
heritage, such as MECHA, 
Native American Indian 
Alliance, African Student

Alliance, and Asian Stu- 
dent Union. For students 
interested in social clubs, 
there is an active Greek 
system and a large vari- 
ety of special interest so- 
cieties. 


A childcare center, out- 
door recreation shop, 
community garden, the 
Aquatic Center, as well 
as numerous eating es- 
tablisnments and free en- 
tertainment are among 
other services available 
to students. 


CSU also offers one of 
the most comprehensive 


and competitive athletics 
programs in Northern Cali- 
fornia. Some 17 different 
men’s and women’s 
sports teams compete. 
The nationally ranked 
softball and baseball 
teams compete in Division 
I; by 1994, all sports ex- 
cept football will be com- 
peting in that Division. 


One of the highlights of 
each fall sports season is 
the annual ‘Causeway 
Classic’’ which pits the 
CSUS Hornets against 
neighbors and rivals the 
UC Davis Aggies.

The University 
setting provides students 
from all backgrounds 
with a rare opportunity 
to interact intellectually, 
culturally and socially in a 
learning environment. 


CSUS has a strong com- 
mitment to helping un- 
derrepresented ethnic 
students achieve their 
goals of academic and 
career success. A vari- 
ety of programs and 
services are offered with 
these goals in mind. A 


new Multicultural Center, 
located in the University 
Library, was established 
in 1989 to serve as a 
catalyst in the Universi- 
ty’s efforts to develop 
attitudes of tolerance, 
acceptance, respect 
and appreciation of di- 
verse Cultures and races 
among faculty, staff and 
students. Understanding 
and appreciating others 
will helo to decrease dis- 
crimination based on 
race, religion, sexual 
preferences or disability. 
The Center also provides 
an environment that 
makes underrepresented 


students feel welcome 
and supported while re- 
ceiving their education. 
Beginning Fall, 1990, a 
general education 
course which satisfies the 
new “Race and Ethnicity 
Issues in American Soci- 
ety” requirement will be 
taken by all students. 


CSUS, which draws stu- 
dents from all age 
groups, has a special 
commitment to all trans- 
fer students. In fact, 
CSUS enrolls the largest 
number of new transfers 
of any California public 
college or university. 
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There’s a Lot Going On at CSUS 
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By any measure, the Capi- 
tal University — recently 
ranked among the top 15 
regional universities in the 
western U.S. — is a beauti- 
ful and stimulating place to 
learn. 


While CSUS is a major re- 
source for the community, 
the teaching of undergrad- 
uates is the University’s pri- 
ority. The faculty /student 
ratio is one to 19.8 which 
means that most classes 
have fewer than 50 stu- 
dents. Unlike many other 
universities, full professors

teach lower division courses 
at CSUS. 


Bachelor's degrees are of- 
fered in more than 50 dif- 
ferent academic areas; 
master’s degrees are of- 
fered in some 35 program 
areas, Programs are offered 
in the liberal arts and sci- 
ences and teacher training, 
and in professional fields 
such as business, engineer- 
ing, computer science and 
the health and human ser- 
vices, including nursing. Pre- 
professional Coursework 
recommended for enroll- 


ment in law, medical, den- 
tal or other professional 
schools round out the cur- 
riculum, 


CSUS scholarship and re- 
search also contribute to 
the lives of regional resi- 
dents. Thousands of people 
in north-central California 
are aided by the work of 
such CSUS agencies as the 
Real Estate and Land Use 
Institute, the Cross-Cultural 
Resources Center, the Cen- 
ter for California Studies, 
and the Assistive Device 
Center.

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1989-90 HOMECOMING

Despite gloomy weather and a less than average crowd turn out, the revived 
homecoming tradition ended with fireworks, floats and a win over Cal Poly. 

“T think more people would have been here if the weather was better,” said 
Michelle Reiffer, an alumni spiritleader who performed at the game. 

But what the crowd lacked in numbers, the marching band made up for in spirit. 
Blowing soap bubbles throughout the entire game, the band paused long enough to 
sing happy birthday to Chrysti Waite, a member of the homecoming court and a 
spirit leader, and then continued with shouts of “Eat ’em up” and “Kill ’em!” 

One man combed the bleachers with a can labeled “Red Cross” and sought dona- 
tions for the earthquake victims while dodging candy and kazoos thrown by Herk, 
the mascot. 

During halftime, CSUS President Donald Gerth presented $1,240 which was raised 
last week during Homecoming Faire, to the Red Cross for the earthquake relief fund. 

Jody Eaton, first vice president of Associates Students Inc. and chair of the 
homecoming committee took a few moments to thank this year’s homecoming spon- 
sors: 93 Rock, Camray Corporation, CSUS Alumni Association, CSUS Stinger Foun- 
dation, Kinko’s Copies, Panhellenic Council, and Inter Fraternity Council. Altogeth- 
er, they donated $4,300. 

Eaton also announced spirit awards and awards for the mock float competition 
held Friday. Alpha Phi Omega raised the most money, and Delta Gamma and 
Lambda Chi Alpha were the most spirited. 

In the mock float competition — the theme was “‘Welcome to the Jungle” — Theta 
Chi won best representation of theme; Alpha Phi, Tau Kappa Epsilon, and Lambda 
Chi Alpha won most creative; Alpha Delta Pi, Pi Kappa Alpha, and Delta Chi won 
best artistic value, and the best representation of groups award went to Delta 
Gamma, Sigma Chi, and Pi Delta Theta. 

Although the Homecoming Faire was canceled on Saturday due to rain, the weath- 
er cleared up enough for a tailgating party before the game. Organized by the 
homecoming committee, the party was complete with hot dogs and pizza from 
Original Pete’s. 

“They wolfed the pizza down; it was gone in two minutes,” said Eaton. 

Besides speaking during halftime, Eaton also spoke at Thursday night’s bonfire. 
She announced Michelle Peterson and Steven T. Lawrence as this year’s homecom- 
ing queen and king and said the Homecoming Fair raised over $3000. The proceeds Chr 
will benefit the Make-A-Wish Foundation as well as the Red Cross. |
